The Russian Bear is gro wling again, this time o v er tin* 


Tureo Italian war which pro mises serio us co mplicatio n is* 


tween France and tin* St. Petersburg go v ernment. 
The tro uble was started hv Russia when, a week ago , M. 


Iswo lsky , the Russian Ambassado r in Paris, info rmer Premier 


Po incare that M. Sarso no lT, the Russian Fo reign Minister, had 


pro tested against France's interference with Russia’s po licy 


in th«* Turco -Italian war and Fastern affairs generally . 
It no w seems that Premier Ko ko v so lT, id* Russia, has de­ 
manded the recall o f M, Geo rge Lo uis, tin* French Ambassado r 
to St. Petersburg, and that similar actio n will 
lie 
taken 
in 
Prance with reference to Ambassado r Iswo lsky . 
The situatio n is decidedly acute, and the relatio ns o f the 
two co untries greatly strained. 
It is surprising what a bluff Russia is able to put up against 
the Euro pean natio ns, ev ery o ne o f which trembles as tho ugh 
ro cked by an earthquake, ev ery time Russia lets o ut a co m­ 
plaint. 
But fo r tin * sturdy little .laps, the big co untry to the 
no rth o f Eu ro p e might hav e kept the Indian sign o n the who le 
wo rld indefinitely , h u t the frisky little y ello w men called the 
bluff and gav e Russia an awful sho wing up. 
The war with Japan sho wed Russia to Ik* a seething v o l­ 
cano o f anarchy and dissensio n- no o rganizatio n o r lo y alty in 
either army o r nav y , and patrio tism amo ng the Czar's sub­ 
jects was lacking. 
It wo uld seein that it was high time fo r so me* o f the na­ 
tio ns o f co ntinental Euro pe to wake up and realize that the 
bear's claws are easily trim m ed . 
Euro pean natio ns are so jealo us and env io us o f each o ther 
that if tro uble o nce starts between any two o f them it is diffi­ 
cult to tell just where it will sto p o r ho w many natio ns will be 
inv o lv ed befo re the end finally do es co rne. 
Euro pe is o ne big jealo us family o f natio ns, each o f which 
is ruled by ambitio us mo narchs who eo ntimjnlly seek fo r the 
o ppo rtunity to o btain militar\ glo ry , because that, just as it 
was centuries ago , is still the fo undatio n o f the mo narch po pu­ 
larity with his subjects. 
Each natio n is cro wded to o v erflo wing with inhabitants, 
and is co nstantly seeking mo re territo ry into which the surplus 
po pulatio n may flo w. 
These are the chief reaso ns fo r the co ntinual 
unrest 
in 
Euro pe and the feeling o f fear co nstantly present that so me 
thing is mo re than likelv to break lo o se at any time. 
It is no t remarkable therefo re that with ev ery natio n in 
Co ntinental Euro pe afraid o f ev ery o ther natio n that Russia 
has been s o lo ng a i de to maintain her bluiT and that it re 
mained fo r an o utsider o nly a fractio n o f her size to sho w up 
the frightful weaknesses o f the great bear o f Euro pe. 
No twithstanding the awful drubbing Japan gav e Russia, 
the gro wl o f the bear still strikes terro r t o ( o n t i u e n t a l Euro pe 
because o f the co mplicatio ns which nun fo llo w an o pen breach.
